Postcard That ‘Stasted in 1880 le Just 
Delivered. 


“Cincinnati to Indianapolis in Thir- 
ty-nine Years” might well be the title 
of the mystery story of a postal card, 
mailed on, Feb. 16, 1880, {n Cincinnati, 
and which has just been delivered to 
Joseph Allerdice in. Indianapolis, 

Nothing was on the envelope which 
enclosed, the card to indicate its fate 
during the nearly two score years it 
bas been on ‘its way, except that {t 
bore the postmark “Somerville, Mass, 
June 28, 1918.” 

The card, from Nathan Wolfstein & 
Co., then In business at 86 Main street, 
Cincinnati, read: “Owing to high 
stage of water in @hio river we are 
compelled to move our hides upstairs.
